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For  many,  the  concept  of  "college-radio-as-underdog" 
may  be  losing  its  credibility  as  a  valid  dogma.  Once  a 
medium  which  eagerly  patted  itself  on  the  back  for  its 
allegiance  to  the  independent  scene,  college  radio  is  now, 
generally  speaking,  as  slanted  towards  major  label  re- 
leases as  commercial  stations  are.  Those  stations  which 
proudly  adorn  themselves  with  the  trendy  moniker  of 
"alternative  radio"  may  be  more  prone  to  play  Love  And 
Rockets  than,  say,  Tragic  Mulatto  or  Spongehead. 

A  word  dropped  occasionally  by  the  staff  of  WMSC-FM 
is  the  aforementioned  cliche,  "underdog."  The  station's 
"underdog"  status  is  derived  partially  from  its  relative 
tininess  (it  operates  with  all  of  10  watts  of  broadcast 
power)  and  partially  from  its  reputation  as  an  effective 
outlet  for  new,  independently  produced  and  released  mu- 
sic. But  the  real  definition  of  "underdog"  is  "one  who 
succeeds  in  the  face  of  overwhelming  adversity,"  and  in 
that  case,  WMSC,  which  is  the  station  of  Montclair  State 
College  broadcasting  from  Upper  Montclair,  N.J.,  is  un- 
questionably and  literally  an  "underdog." 

Despite  its  on-the-fringe  format,  esoteric  approach,  and 
diminutive  wattage,  the  station  has  inexplicably  made  the 
Arbitron  ratings  in  every  ratings  period  since  the  1988 
Spring  survey,  perhaps  proof  positive  that  innovative, 
challenging  programming  is  an  effective  method  of  at- 
tracting listeners. 

"We  were  amazed  when  we  first  got  in  the  ratings," 
says  James  Williams,  general  manager  of  WMSC.  "We 
used  to  joke  around  and  say,  'Hey,  I  wonder  if  we  made  it 
this  time,'  thinking  that  we  wouldn't.  Then  we  saw  our- 
selves. We  had  the  little  plus  sign  next  to  our  call  letters 
that  signified  we  had  a  greater  than  one-percent  (share). 
We  couldn't  believe  it."

Hundreds  of  students  flocked  home  last  week  with 
only  two  intentions:  to  do  nothing  and  feed  their  faces. 
The  Student  Government  Association  was  no  differ- 
ent. 

The  SGA  conference  on  Wednesday,  November  23, 
was  more  of  a  party  than  a  legislative  meeting.  The 
actual  purpose  of  the  meeting,  held  on  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  student  center,  seemed  somewhat  erratic. 

Tables  of  refreshments  donated  by  the  Student  Ac- 
tivities Office  brought  smiles  to  the  faces  of  SGA 
members  as  they  strolled  in. 
However,  many  members 
failed  to  show  up,  and  those 
present  seemed  more  con- 
cerned about  eating  than  any- 
thing else. 

President  Tommy  Mergola 
began  by  saying,  "The  quick- 
er we  start  this,  the  quicker 

we  can  get  it  done  and  over  ~"~~^^~— ^^^^^-— 
with."  This  seemed  to  coincide  with  the  opinions  of 
those  in  attendance.  Treasurer  Perry  Del  Vecchio  said, 
"This  will  keep  you  busy"  while  passing  out  papers  to 
a  handful  of  observers. 

The  SGA,  in  its  attempt  to  be  brief,  somehow  man- 
aged to  conduct  a  little  business. 

Two  Committees,  the  All  College  Disciplinary 
Board  and  the  Flat  Rate  Tuition  Committee,  were 
backed  by  SGA  members.  The  first  group  is  called  for 
in  the  Student  Rights  and  Responsibilities  Handbook 
and  serves  to  protect  students  being  abused  by  a  facul- 
ty or  administration  member.  The  second  committee 
will  examine  the  effectiveness  of  a  set  tuition  rate  per 
semester,  regardless  of  the  number  of  classes  enrolled 
in.

Likewise,  Chamele  Bartlett,  the  SGA  financial  advi- 
sor and  Assistant  Director  to  Student  Activities,  is 
intent  upon  resigning.  Mergola  called  her  a  "tremen- 
dous asset"  and  feels  the  SGA  has  "lost  somebody

Committee  reports  submit- 
ted    by     representatives 
showed    a    lack    of   business 
similar  to  that  of  the  SGA. 
Academic    Affairs,    Govern- 
ment  and   Administration, 
External  Affairs  and  Consti- 
tutional Review  did  nothing 
new  lately,  while  Public  Rela- 
"—" — ^~^^— ~ ^^^     tions  was  "the  same  as  usu- 
al." As  for  the  Welfare  and  Internal  Committee,  it  was 
reported  that  "no  one  has  come." 

Via  his  Presidential  report,  Mergola  used  the  SGA 
meeting  to  personally  comment  on  a  letter  written 
about  him  to  the  editor  of  the  Montclarion.  Megola 
said,  "Those  comments  or  statements  are  groundless 
and  baseless.  I  feel  they  were  basely  outright,  wrongful 
accusations  and  basically  lies.  Even  if  I  did  say  that  I'm 
entitled  to  because  it's  my  damn  opinion."  Mergola 
said,  "There  will  be  a  response  next  week." 

On  a  final  note,  Secretary  Barbara  Gallo  asked  mem- 
bers to  steal  ornaments  for  the  Christmas  tree  in  the 
SGA  office,  this  seeming  typical  of  the  unorthodox 
way  in  which  the  SGA  meeting  was  held. 

The  meeting  drew  to  an  end  at  about  5:12  p.m.  with 
Vice  President  Matt  Gubala  motioning  to  adjourn;  and 
though  no  one  was  heard  to  second  it,  nobody  seemed

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Yearbook  faces  censorship  and 
review  after  cartoon  controversy

A  cartoon  that  appeared  in 
MSC's  1988  yearbook  sparked 
allegations  of  racial  insensitivity 
recently. 

The  cartoon  depicted  track 
coach  John  Blanton  as  the 
recipient  of  a  job  because  of  his 
race. 

In  addition,  the  cartoon  has 
brought  up  questions  of  the 
college's  right  to  censor  a  stu- 
dent publication  when  plans 
began  forming  for  a  review 
committee  to  advise  La  Cam- 
pana, the  SGA  organization 
that  publishes  the  yearbook. 


The  cartoon,  on  page  133  of 
the  yearbook,  shows  a  Black 
man  leaning  over  a  desk  with 
the  words,  "MSC  track  coach" 
on  the  back  of  his  shirt.  A  white 
man  sitting  behind  the  desk  is 
depicted  as  saying,  "Quite 
frankly,  we're  hiring  you  be- 
cause you're  Black."  The  Black 
man's  response  is  shown  as, 
"Black?!  I  just  came  back  from 
Florida!" 

John  Paul,  the  artist  who 
drew  the  cartoon,  originally 
worked  on  the  cartoon  for 
publication  in  the  April  14  issue 
of  The  Montclarion. 

The  cartoon  was  printed  next 
to  an  editorial  column  which 


criticized  the  administration  for 
hiring  a  lower-ranked  Black 
coach  over  former  coach  Vic 
Mizzone.  The  hiring  was  ap- 
proved over  protests  by  track 
team  members  and  students. 

Soon  after  the  yearbook  was 
released,  faculty  members 
began  to  rally  in  support  of 
Blanton,  who  they  felt  had  been 
wrongfully  labeled. 

In  a  letter  written  on  Dec.  19 
to  President  Richard  Lynde, 
three  faculty  members  described 
the  cartoon  as  "disgusting  and 
racially  insensitive  behavior." 

The  faculty  members  wrote, 

"We  do   not  believe  that  a 

document  as  important  as  the

yearbook  should  be  assembled 
without  direct  supervision  of  an 
adult  member  of  the  college 
community"  and  requested  that 
"someone  be  appointed  to  as- 
sume the  responsibility  of  mon- 
itoring student  activities  for 
racially  or  otherwise  insensitive 
material." 

On  Jan.  12,  James  E.  Harris, 
associate  dean  of  students, 
wrote  a  memo  to   William 


Cogan,  editor-in-chief  of  the 
yearbook,  outlining  a  series  of 
steps  that  La  Campana  should 
perform  in  order  to  lessen  the 
insensitivity  displayed  by  the 
printing  of  the  cartoon. 

Harris  requested  that  La 
Campana  provide  an  apology  to 
Blanton,  establish  a  review 
board  that  includes  a  faculty 
member  or  administrator,  pub- 
lish a  public  apology,  conduct 
a   training   program   in   race 


relations  and  multiculturalism 
for  the  yearbook  staff,  secure 
the  permission  of  artists  before 
publishing  their  work,  and 
submit  the  yearbook  to  the 
Associated  Collegiate  Press  for 
review. 

Cogan  wrote  a  letter  of  apol- 
ogy to  Blanton,  but  said,  "The 
review  committee,  as  explained 
to  me,  is  something  that  will 
take  place  prior  to  the  next 
yearbook's  publication.  In  ef- 
fect, that  is  censorship." 

"The  committee  plans  review 
the  book  for  racially  insensitive 
topics.  1  want  to  state  that  the 
yearbook  does  not  create  its 
own  truths — it  only  summarizes 
what  occured  over  the  Prec  ed- 
ing  year,"  said  Cogan.  "Anyone 
can  look  back  at  copies  of  the 
Star  Ledger  and  the  Herald 
News  and  see  that  this  actually 
did  happen,  whether  right  or 
wrong." 


The  problem  with  p.  133 

Everything  seemed  just  fine  until  page  133.  On  that  particular 
page  of  the  1988  MSC  yearbook  there  is  a  cartoon  depicting  a  Black 
man  labeled  "MSC  Track  Coach"  and  a  white  man  claiming  "Quite 
frankly  we're  hiring  you  because  you're  Black."  The  Black  man 
responds,  "Black?!  1  just  came  back  from  Florida!" 

From  here  the  problem  snowballed. 

Memos  written  from  three  faculty  members  suggest  that  the 
yearbook  should  be  produced  under  "direct  supervision  of  an  adult 
member  of  the  college  community." 

In  a  memo  written  by  James  E.  Harris,  assistant  dean  of  students, 
steps  were  outlined  that  should  be  taken  by  the  yearbook  staff.  These 
steps  included  a  full  apology  to  coach  Blanton  and  (of  course)  a 
review  board  consisting  of  at  least  one  faculty  or  administrator 
representative. 

But  what  exactly  has  the  yearbook  done  wrong?  Have  they,  as 
some  faculty  members  suggest,  shown  "racially  insensitive  behavior," 
or  have  they  simply  reminded  administrators  and  faculty  of  a  time 
they  would  rather  forget,  a  time  when  student  interests  were  tabled 
for  administrative  quotas? 

Certainly  it  must  be  the  latter,  considering  The  Montclarion 
received  no  memos  from  faculty  or  administrators  asking  for  apologies 
and  review  boards  when  the  cartoon  appeared  in  our  April  14,  1988 
edition.  How  exactly  does  a  political  cartoon  become  more  "racial" 
when  it  moves  from  one  student  publication  to  another? 

According  to  Webster's  Dictionary,  a  yearbook  is  a  school 
publication  that  is  compiled  by  a  graduating  class  and  serves  as  a 
record  of  the  year's  activities.  So  even  in  these  broad  terms,  the 
MSC  track  team  controversy  deserves  mention  in  a  publication  whose 
sole  purpose  is  to  document  events  that  occurred  in  that  year.  No 
one  said  these  events  had  to  be  sugarcoated  for  faculty  and 
administrative  consumption. 

MSC  administration  made  a  mistake  when  they  allegedly  hired 
a  Black  coach  over  a  white  one  simply  to  fill  a  quota.  The  solution 
is  not  to  simply  make  La  Campana  the  scapegoat  because  of  a  re- 
published cartoon.  Instead  of  trying  to  shove  the  track  coach  incident 
under  MSC's  giant  carpet  we  should  use  it  as  an  opportunity  to 
see  our  mistake  and  make  sure  this  type  of  racial  incident  never 
occurs  again.  Isn't  that  the  responsibility  of  a  student  publication?

Bruce  refers  to  him  affectionately 
as  the  "Mighty  One,"  but  Spring- 
steen fans  know  him  simply  as  Max 
Weinberg,  drummer  extraordinaire 
with  the  infamous  E  Street  band  for 
the  last  15  years. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  Bruce, 
Weinberg  has  also  appeared  on  clas- 
sic records  such  as  Meat  Loaf's  Bat 
Out  of  Hell. 


Mont.  Were  you  originally  from 
New  Jersey? 

Weinberg.  I  was  born  in  Newark 
and  grew  up  in  South  Orange. 

Mont.  What  do  you  do  when 
you're  not  touring  or  recording? 

Weinberg.  Well  I  do  this  program, 
"Growing  up  on  E  Street"  where  1  go 
to  various  colleges  like  MSC  and  talk 
about  my  15  years  with  Bruce  Spring- 
steen. In  the  program,  I  show  3  video 
clips  which  I  produced  and  directed 
which  shows  footage  of  the  band  on 
the  road.  I  also  talk  about  The  Am- 
nesty International  world  tour  which 
was  an  incredible  experience,  it  was 
life  changing.  I  also  do  some  studio 
work,  more  in  the  past  than  now.  I 
recently  finished  working  on  the  new 
Carole  King  album  which  also  fea- 
tured Eric  Clapton. 

Mont.  Where  did  the  name  "E 
Street  Band"  come  from? 

Weinberg.  David  Sanchez,  who 
now  works  with  Peter  Gabriel,  used 
to  play  with  Bruce  and  they  some- 
times rehearsed  at  Sanchez's  home  on 
E  Street  in  Belmar,  N.J.  That  is  even 
before  my  time  but  the  name  E  Street 
has  a  nice  ring  to  it. 

Mont.  Do  you  see  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  band  when  you're  not 
touring  or  recording? 

Weinberg.  We  see  each  other  from 
time  to  time  but  it's  a  little  difficult 
now  because  we're  all  a  little  older 
and  have  families  but  we  do  see  each 
other  occasionally. 

Mont.  Is  there  any  truth  to  the  ru- 
mor that  Nils  Lofgren  is  out  of  the 
band? 
Weinberg.  Not  true. 

Mont.  When  Bruce  comes  in  with  a 
new  song,  how  much  influence  do 
the  guys  in  the  band  have  on  the  way 
it  sounds?  How  much  does  the  band 
contribute? 

Weinberg.  It  really  depends  on  the 
song  and  the  way  we're  recording. 
Each  session  is  different,  on  Tunnel 
ofL'ove,  most  of  it  was  done  by  Bruce 
himself.  On  Born  in  the  USA  we  re- 
corded it  all  live  in  the  studio.  I  feel 
the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  let  the  song 
sell  itself,  I  try  to  be  minimal.  The 
song  and  the  lyrics  are  the  main 
thing. 

Mont.  How  does  touring  compare 
now  with  earlier  tours  like  Born  to 
Run  or  Darkness  on  the  Edge  of 
Town  tour? 

Weinberg.  It's  even  better  now, 
less  physical. 


Mont.  Really? 

Weinberg.  Yes.  In  the  old  days  we 
would  play  two,  2-3  hour  shows  then 
ride  in  a  bus  for  ten  hours  and  do  it 
again.  Touring  is  much  easier  now.  I 
actually  love  touring. 

Mont.  What  was  the  general  atti- 
tude of  the  band  when  Patti  Scialfa 
took  on  a  more  active  role  on  the  last 
tour? 

Weinberg.  She's  a  great  singer.  The 
songs  on  the  Tunnel  of  Love  needed 
more  vocals.  It's  a  natural  evolution 
for  a  band  to  try  different  things. 
Bruce  is  an  artist  and  each  instru- 
ment has  its  own  color.  The  sax  has  a 
color,  the  drums  have  a  color. 

Mont.  There  was  a  story  of  how 
Bruce  liked  you  because  you  used  a 
more  simple  drum  set  up,  is  that 
true? 

Weinberg.  Yes,  the  fact  was  that 
the  small  set  was  all  I  could  bring 
because  I  was  doing  Codspell.  It 
turned  out  to  be  a  good  decision. 
Bruce  didn't  want  any  Ginger  Bakers 
meaning  he  wanted  more  of  an  ac- 
companist than  a  soloist.  He  wanted 
a  good  rock  and  roll  drummer. 

Mont.  How  much  rehearsal  goes 
into  a  tour?  Since  the  band  is  so  tight, 
it  seems  like  a  lot. 

Weinberg.  Just  the  opposite.  We 
don't  rehearse  very  much.  For  the 
Tunnel  of  Love  tour  we  practiced  for 
about  six  weeks,  three  hours  a  day, 
but  that  was  only  because  prior  to 
that  tour  we  hadn't  played  together 
for  over  three  years. 

Mont.  Are  there  any  future  plans 
for  you,  Bruce  and  the  rest  of  the 
band  as  far  as  recording  or  touring? 

Weinberg.  We  have  no  plans  at  the 
moment.  I  never  think  in  terms  of  the 
next  album  or  the  next  video.
